WHEREAS: We are increasingly reliant on information systems to support financial, 

energy, telecommunications, transportation, health care and emergency 
response services, yet internet users and our information infrastructure face a 
threat of malicious attack by viruses and loss of privacy from spyware and 
adware; and 

 
WHEREAS: Each year there are significant financial and personal privacy losses due to 

identity theft and fraud.  Securing our cyberspace is important.  Awareness of 
computer security essentials will improve the security of Georgia’s
